The streets were thronged yesterday with 
delegates to the State Convention. The 
Democratic statesmen came pouring in on 
every‘train, and were met at the depots by 
the reception committees, who assigned 
them to quarters at the various hotels, after 
which they repaired to the headquarters of 
the various leaders to pay their respects and 
receive instructions. Secretary Flynn of 
the State Central Committee and George W. 
Kelly were on duty at room 7 at the Nadeau, 
Chairman English’s headquarters, during 
most of the day, where the greatest rush 
was, and directed the various delegates to 
their headquarters. Buckley’s rooms at tne 
Westminster were also crowded during the 
greater part of the day, and the ‘“Boss’’ was 
kept busy answering questions and giving 
orders. Terry hung out his banners at the 
St. Elmo, where he kept open house and 
pushed his congressional boom. H. M. 
Larne of Sacramento held forth at the Hol- 
lenbeck, and made himself agreeable to all 
comers. There was a report on the street 
this morning that one of the Sara Francisco 
delegation had filied up on bad whisky Sun- 
day, gotinto a fight Sunday night, and 
been locked up in the City Prison. This 
was found, on investigation, to be untrue. 
The party in question, Arihur S. Atkins, 
had no connection whatever with the dele- 
gation, and is noteven a resident of the 
State, his own claim _for recognition being 
that he rode on the same train with the del- 
egates.

THE PAVILION. 

During the afternoon a Tres reporter 
calied at the Pavilion, where the finishing 
touches were being put on the decorations, 
and ever thing cleaned up for the opening 
today.

“WHITER THAN SNOW!” 

Precisely at 2 o’clock Mr. White appeared 
before Judge Gardiner and stated that while 
entering a plea of “not guilty” on behalf of 
Buckley, he would ask for the two days’ 
Statutory time allowed in the case of 
both Kodman and Schwartz. As the de- 
fense in the case of Buckley was a denial

Thecon- 
test is really between Judge Niles, Searles, 
presiding Justice of the Supreme Court, 
and Judge J. F. Sullivan of San Francisco, 
with the chances in favor of the latter. 
Judge Armstrong is occasionally men- 
tioned, but it cannot be said that his friends 
are legion. The San Francisco delegates 
are working hard for Sullivan, and he will 
probably go through.

THE STATE HEALTH BOARD. 


Report of Dr. Tyrrell, Secretary of 
the Board of Health. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, has just issued his April 
circular. Referring to the various causes 
of death 1n the State, it says: 
“Mortality returns from 85 cities and 
towns indicate that the condition of the 
public health is quite favorable. In a pop- 
ulation estimated at 709,550 there occurred 
1005 deaths, which gives a percentage of 1.4 
per thousand during the month, or an an- 
nual average of 16.8, which will compare 
favorably with that of any State in the 
Union. Our greatest mortality is derived 
from visitors from the East, who with dis- 
eased lungs seek this coast in pursuit of 
healtb; without this constant addition to 
our death rate our percentage of mortality 
would be wonderfully small. 
“Consumption during April was fatal to 
189 persons. 
“Pneumonia caused 86 deaths, which is 
quite a decrease over the previous month. 
“Bronchitis was fatal in 19 instances, all 
of which occurred in counties in proximity 
to the ocean, 
“Congestion of*the lungs caused 10 deaths, 
which is a decrease from last report. 

“Whooping cough, which is quite preya- 
lent, caused six deaths, 

“Diphtheria shows a slightly-increased 
mortality, 30 deaths being credited to it; of 
these 11 occurred in San Francisco, 6 in 
Rocklin, 4 in Los Angeles, 1 each in 
Oakland, Alameda, Benicia, Pomona, Santa 
Barbara, St. Helena, Stockton, Woodland 
and ‘Truckee. 

“Croup caused 10 deaths, all occurring in 
those towns where diphtheria prevailed. 
‘“Searlet fever had the small mortality of 
four during the month. 

*‘Measles was fatal in 13 instances, which 
is a large decrease from the last report, and 
indicates that the disease has spent its forca 
from lack of material. : 

“Smalipox is also declining, 7 deaths 
only being reported from it during April; 
4 of these occurred in San Franciseo, 
1 in Sheep Ranch, and 2 in Los An- 
geles. 


“Typhoid fever is credited with 24 deat 
3 in San Francisco, 3 in Santa om 
2 in San Diego, 2 in Angeles, 2 
in Oakland, 1 in Sacramento, and 1 in 
Yreka. 

‘“Remittent fever caused 9 deaths, 
which is the same mumber reported in 


March, 

“Cerebro-spinal fever is credited with 15 
deaths, whichis a marked decrease from 
last report, but indicating a continued 
preyalence of the disease. 

lcoholism caused 12 deaths. 

‘*‘Heart disease was fatal in 59 instances. 

Erysipelas—6 deaths is attributed to this 
disease, 

‘The towns reporting no deaths were An- 
derson, Biggs, Castroville, North Bloom- 
Sonora, Folsom and Susan- 
ville.

FROM THE NORTH, 

The following budget of interesting rail- 
road matter is from the Chronicle of the 
15th: 


“If the Southern Pacific Company’s 
steamer Eureka is not heard from soon, its 
loss may be set down as the latest of the 
series of misfortunes which has befallen 
the “Sunset” route. The Eureka was one 
of the steamers running between New York 
and New Orleans, and supplying the long 
link inthe chain by which the Southern 
Pacific Company enters New York. Last 
Monday the British steamer Benison, from 
Mantanzas to Philadelphia, was towed into 
Norfolk, Va., in distress, and reported hav- 
ing been in collision with thé steamer 
Eureka, which was on her way to New Or- 
leans. The accident occurred in a fog, and 
it is supposed that the vessels, after clear- 
ing, soon lost sight of each other, no signals 

sing exchanged. y When the fog lifted the 
Eureka was ere in sight, and it was 
feared by those on board the Benison that 
she had sunk. Local merchants are inter- 
ested in the loss of the Eureka to a consid- 
erable extent. She was loaded down with 
California freight, much of which was 
meichandise for San Francisco. 

WON'T TALK, 

“At Southern Pacific headquarters here 
there is ve little to be learned by re- 
porters regarding the accident. Ignorance 
of the affair is pleaded all around. But 
while the press is kept in the dark, the 
officials are not averse to giving informa- 
tion ‘for private use.onlj,’ and it was 
through such a channel that a Chronicle re- 
porter learned yesterday that little doubt 
is entertained at Fourth and Towrsend 
streets as to the loss of the steamer. 

**Altogether there are about 75 carloads 
of San Francisco freight on the Eureka,’ 
said the reporter’s informant, ‘and as five 
days have passed singe anything has been 
heard from her, the cofisignees here are get- 
ting very anxious about their goods. ‘Lhe 
worst of it is, the Southern Pacific Com- 

any has no insurance on the freight, and 
t will be a dead loss to the com pany unless 
the vessel turns up all right at New Orleans, 
This is one of the disadvantages of not hav- 
ing an all-rail route to the East, or at least, 
of not utilizing those available.’ 

“Commercial Agent Fletcher told the re- 
porter that the 15th instant would be about 
the date to look for further information re- 
garding the fate of the Eureka, 

REACHING OUT. 


“E. C. Sessions, owner of the Fruitvale 
street-car line, is reported to have received 
an offer of purchase of his road from the 
Southern Pacific mpeny: The railroad 
people want to buida belt line about the 
city of Oakland, running up under the foot- 
hills and extending from West parketey to 
‘Charlies Crocker’s 160-acre tract near Pied- 
mont, with a possible extention to Fruit- 
vale, and the possession of Sessions’s line 
would aid them in their project. Sessions 
is willing to dispose of his street-car line, 
with the franchise permitting the use of 
steam upon it, but before the road will be 
taken by the Southern Pacific Company he 
must secure the extension of his charter for 
25 years for building a connecting line 
along Commerce street to the Southern 
Pacific track in Fruitvale. 

“NOTES. 

“Superintendent Fillmore of the South 
Pacitic Coast Line says that there only re- 
main about 1000 feet of track-laying to com- 
plete the four-mile. Boulder-creek branch 
of that road. 

“Owing toa lack of room in the Fourth 
and Townsend street building, an other 
story will soon be added. In every depart- 
mentof the general offices there is a de- 
mand for more extensive accommodations, 
resulting from the increase fm business. 

“Superintendent Fillmore of the South 
Pacific Coast line and Superintendent Bas- 
sett of the Northern division of the South- 
ern Pacific have been at Santa Cruz arrang- 
ing for the consolidation of the offices and 
depots of the uwo roads there. Mr. Fill- 
more said yesterday that it was probable 
that a union depot would be built on a tract 
belonging to the narrow-gauge company 
near the beach. As the twe roads are now 
operated by one management, there is no 
longer any desire to maintain separate of- 
fices at Santa Crut, and it is believed that 
the change would be of advantage to the 
public.”

Los ANGELES, May 14.—[To the 
Editor of THe Trvxs.] Un Sunday 
evening, at Odd Fellows’ Hall, W. J. 
Colville delivered a- very remarkable 
lecture on the origin, history and death 
of the devil toa very large and deeply 
interested audience.

In the book of Job Satan or the accuser 
proves Job’s best trend is only a 
personification in an old epic poem of 
all that tries us while on earth. In 
the New Testament devils or unclean 


Spirits signify the lower and perverted | 


instinct of man which need repression 
casting out. The 
Christian idea of -a literal” personal 
devil, the speaker utterly repudiated, 
and after remarking on Mil- 
ton’s Satan and Goethe’s Me- 
ended his discourse 
earnestly urging the theory 
that an acknowledgement of suprime 
and infinite goodness and constant 
dwelling in tho’t upon it and aspira- 
tion toward it was the only true means 
of moral education and human eleva- 
tion in general. 
almost omnipotent strength is far too 
convenient a scapegoat on to which 
nsibility can be 
shifted. Only as we seek to find the 
source of our weakness and the occa- 
sion of our temptation and pullin our 
own unbridled passions can we achieve 
moral victories and thereby develop 
sterling character. According to this 
theory all men are “— in the deepest 
interior of their being, all will .at 
length forsake evil and choose good. 
Everlasting evil is an impossibility 
&® universe created, sustained and 
by infinite benificence. 
‘ne death of the devil is 
the transmutation of the 
nature, the simile of the cruci- 
ble into which all inferior 
metals were cast & converted into 
gold is an expressive emblem of ‘the 
experience we must all undergo in 
converting our baser into higher in- 
stincts. ‘he devil, in the light of con- 
trition, is undeveloped good & in the 
light of a helpful moral -philosophy 
never anything other than gvod in- 
serted. All is good in reality, evil is 
mistake & folly & if there be 1 or more 
personal devils today each & every one 
will at length see the error of his way 
& in the final restitution of all things 
become wittingly identified with that 
infinite goodness which in a final analy- 
sis of all things must appear as all in 
all.

Beating the Bell-punch. 

Los ANGELES, May 14.—[To the Edi- 
tor of THe Times.] An articie in 
THe Times of today recalls experi- 
ence in street-car business. The writer 
has conducted in the East, North and 
South on horse cars and cablecars, and 
was guilty, like all other conductors, of 
“knocking down,” but, luckily, never 
caught. e afterward became a full- 
fledged inspector (spotter) on Chicago 
cable lines. (I inclose clippings sent 
me recently from Chicago from a con- 
ductor there.) We (I say we, as fre- 
quently the company had from 30 to 50 
men at work on the spotter list.) 
worked early and late through all 
kinds of weather. I’ve worked 12 to 
18 hours straight when the mercury 
was away below zero, and would not 
be near a fire for all that time, and 
would take a big hour to thaw myself 
out and get -warm,sol could go to 
bed with any degree of comfort, 
but in warm weather it was a 
delightfully cool place to work. 
The morning and evening rushes were 
hard to work, many crews (by that I[ 
mean conductors and gripmen) pull- 
ing one grip-car and coach. We would 


-haul 800 to 2000 passengers per day, of 


12 to l5 hours. I have worked trains 
that woudjd have 125 passenger, be- 
tween 5:30 and 6:30 a.m., and theater 
loads, and on Similar occasions have 
on board 150 to 180 passengers; and

A person by the name of Defty has 
been working some of our . ee con- 
temporaries for all they are worth, fe- 
garding his immense silver mines in 
‘the San Gabriel Cafion, and a yet more 
immense English syndicate, which he 
has formed—or is forming—to develop 
said mines. As far as we can gather, 
there are still a few shares of stock in 
this syndicate, which may be secured 
by lucky Southe Californians who 
can produce good references—and hard 
eash. 

It seems that the gentle hints which 
have been thrown out from time to 
time by Prof.—for of course he isa 
professor—Defty have not met with 
the enthusiastic response which he ex- 
pected, and he has concluded to adopt 
more senSational measures. In the 


Tieraitd-of yesterday he has over a col- 


umn of—presumably paid—matter 
which knocks the Arabian Nights silly, 
and is calculated to make Jules Verne 
and the author of- Monte Cristo blush 
with envy. 

The Professor opens by asserting 
that thereis more wealthin the vicinity 
of Los "Angeles—mineral wealth, of 
course, understood—than in all the 
rest of the world. He has discovered 
an enormous vein which from the con- 
text we presume to be of gold ore, al- 
though he does not say so. Tais mon- 
ster vein, compared with which the 
pyramids of Egypt, the Washington 
Monument and Old Baldy are as 
children’s toys, commenced inthe Pa- 
cific ocean ‘‘on the other side of Cata- 
lina Island’’—a description which is 
rather vague, considering that the Pas 
cific ocean, at this point, is about 5000 
miles wide. The vein runs through 
San Pedro to this city—probably fol- 
lowing the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
for convenience transportation— 
thence through: San Bernardino, Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Mexico and so on- 
ward across the continent, This is a 
rather elongated artery, but then the 
‘width is fully as remarkable, it being, 
according to the Professor, no less than 
500 miles wide! A vein of gold ore five 
feet wide, that will pay to mill, is gen- 
erally considered a pretty big bonanza 
by mining men, but what shall we say 
to one that is more than twice as wide 
as the State of California? Mr. Defty 
has a theory—what mining ‘‘expert”’ 
has not? His theory, which ‘is a very 
convenient one, is to the effect that 
volcanic eruptions in the gloomy and 
retiring past, have knocked the gold 
stuffing out of the mountains into the 
valleys *‘in great, wonderful amounts”’ 
and buried it ‘‘below the alkali.’”? Here 
we have a marvelous provision of ali- 
provident Nature. She knew that a 
nineteenth century Los Angeles public 
would require a big dose of salt to help 
them swallow Prof. Defty’s wonderful 
yarn, and so she carefully packed the 
gold away in alkali to make the story 
go jown. 

Coming down to details, the Profes- 
sor informs an astonished public that 
he “‘can make a living on the streets of 
Los Angeles, itself.””. So can a great 
manv street fakirs. What the Profes- 
tor means, however, is that he can 
pick up, not twenty dollar pieces, 
but gold dust, all through the city— 
on Temple street, near the Trombone’s 
sewer-gas deposit,on Sand street—in 
fact, anywhere, and not alone in the 
city but throughout the county. ‘“Or- 
anges and grape vines are very good in 
their way,’’ sententiously remarks Mr. 
Defty, *‘but what are they to be com- 
pared to gold?”? What, indeed, Pro- 
fessor!—or to suckers? He does not 
stop at gold, however, this wonderful 
man. We can find, says he, silver, tin, 
quicksilver, coal, gas, iron, oil, copper 
and lead. There “is one important 
omission here. Mr. Defty has evi- 
dently omitted to mention one !valua- 
ble metal, of which he has evidently 
struck a prodigious lead—brass. Per- 
haps he wants to corner it all himself. 

Hear the Professor yet further: 
“Why,” says he, “*you would not be- 
lieve me if I were to tell you what I 
know about the mineral wealth of 
Southern California.”’ Right, you are, 
Professor ; you spoke the truth that 
time. One great fault which this able 
expert finds with the California mining 
industry is that *‘people get frightened 
when they do not get immediate re- 
turns and quit work.’’ The Professor 
is evidently planning a mineralogical 
campaign that is to last all summer. 
The reason why he has kept his por- 
tentous secret locked up in the recesses 
of his professional bosom are too good 
to be omitted: 


“T have not said anything about my dis- 
coveries in Southern California simply 
because 1 did not want to set .every- 
body wild and getthe country filléd up 
with speculators, ete.

Mr. Defty should take a word of ad- 
vice. If he imagines that he has struck 
a field where the people are absolutely 
ignorant of mining matters, he is sail- 
ing away off the track. ‘Lhere are far 
too many men here who have earned and 
paid dearly for an experience gained in 
the mineral fields ef the Pacific Coast, 
while the rest of our citizens have too 
recently burned their fingers in wildcat 
paper cities, to care to venture so soon 
in wildcat mining schemes. There is 
lots of gold scattered through Southern 
California, and there is lots of silver 
contained in the waters of the ocean. 
While there is no reason why paying 
deposits of the precious metals may not 
be found in this section, our citizens, in 
their efforts to discover such deposits, 
will nob be likely to avail themselves of 
the services of a person who talks so 
wildly and foolishly as does this re- 
markable specimen of the genus mining 
expert whose statements we have been 
critcising.

A Batch of Decisions Handed Down by the Sua-

California—Notes,

Wasiinaton (D.C.), May 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—Bills were re- 
ported and placed on the calendar as fol- 
lows: 

Senate bill to reimburse the State of Ne- 
vada for moneys expended and obligations 
incurred in the suppression of the War of 
the Rebellion, and for guarding the overland 
mail and emigrant route, 

Senate bill authorizing the purchase of a 
Site fora building for the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Mr. Stewart introduced a bill proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution so as to 
reduce from two-thirds to a majority the 
vote in each House overriding Presidential 
vetoes. 

Mr. Stewart offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, calling on the Secretary of the 


Treasury for a statement as to the exist- 


ence of any regulation in his department 
under which lead ores containing gold or 
silver are admitted free of duty, and, if so, 
under what law; also, as to what amount of 
lead ore and silver ore was imported during 
the past 10 months. 

Mr. Hoar, from the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections, to which had been re- 
ferred certain resolutions of the joint con- 
vention of the two houses of the Indiana 
Legislature concerning the election of Mr. 
‘Lurpie as Senator, made a report and asked 
to be discharged from further consideration 
of the resolution and memorials, thereby 
confirming the title of Mr. Turpie to his 
seat. 

Mr, Vest offered a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a select committee of five Sen- 
atorsto examine fully all qnestions touch- 
ing the meat product of the United States. 

After the discussion of some other meas- 
ures and the passage of the House bill en- 
abling the executive departments and cer- 
tain bureaus to participate in the Ohio 
Valley centennial, the Senate took up the 
Animal Industry Bill as unfinished busi- 
ness, and then the presiding officer, pre- 
sumably under orders, ordered the galleries 
cleared and the doors closed, and the Sen- 
ate went into executive session. 

When the doors were opened the Senate 
adjourned, 

House.—Mr. Woodburn ot Nevada intro- 
duced a bill for the erection of a public 
building at Reno, Nev. 

The House then went into committee of 
the whole on the Tariff Bill. 

Mr. Hatch ot Missouri said that protect- 
ive tariff had inured to the benefit of manu- 
facturers alone.

LEGAL DECISIONS. 


The Supreme Court Decides Several 
Important Cases. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] The Supreme Court today 
rendered an opinion sustaining the de- 
cision of the court below in the case of 
Pliant Mahon, appellant, vs. Abner Justice, 
Jailer of Pike county, Ky. This ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus arose 
out of the celebrated Hatfield-McCoy ven- 
detta, and is brought here on appeal from 
the Circuit Court, which declined to issue 
a writ. Mahon, who is a citizen of West 
Virginia, was indicted in 1887 by the Cir- 
eylt Court of Pike county, Ky., on the 


‘charges of wilful and deliberate murder. 


The Governor of West Virginia refused to 
comply with the requisition of the Gover- 
nor of Kentucky for Muahon’s person in 
January last. Phillips, as agent for Ken- 
tucky, and others, seized Mahon in West 
Virginia and forcibly carried him into Ken- 
tucky. The Governor of West Virginia 
made formal demand for Mahon’s release, 
which was refused, and application was 
then made for a writ of habeas corpus. It 
was contended on behalf of Mahon that the 
action of Phillips was a violation of the 
Constitution, and without due process of 
law, while counsel for the State of Ken- 
tueky maintained that while the act of 
Phillips in seizing Mahon was unauthor- 
ized, the State of Kentucky was fully jus- 
tified in holding him when found within 
ber borders, and that the question of how

for trespass, and not against the State of 
Kentucky. Justice Bradley dissented. 

The Court also rendered an opinion in 
the case of inn Benson, appellant, vs. 
Juan.N. Navarro, Mexican Consul General 
and the Repub'ic of Mexico, is an ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus 
brought here by appeal from the Circuit 
Court tor the Southern District of New York, 
that court having denied the application for 
a writ. This court sustains the decision. 
This caseis known as the Patti ticket 
“‘BWindlitig case of the City of Mexico. 

‘The Court also rendered an opinion de- 
nying the application of Coy and Bern- 
hamer for a writ of habeas corpus. These 
cases are better known as the tally sheet 
election frauds, The cases all grow out of 
frauds alleged to hayg been committed in 
Marion county, Ind., -in the election last 
November. Coy and Bernhamer were con- 
victed of complicity in frauds, and it was 
contended on behalf of the prisoners that 
the Federal Court had no jurisdiction to try 
them, as alleged election frauds concerned 
ouly the county ticket, and did not affect 
Opinion by 
Miller, with Justice Fields dissent- 

ng. 

The Supreme Court today denied applica- 
tion fora rehearing of the telephone case. 
This application was made_by the” Peoples’ 
and Overland Telephone Company, who 
claim that Drawbaugh, and. not Bell, was 
the first inventor ofthe telephone. 

Justice Miller announced the opinion of 
the court orally. He simply said that as 
none of the three Justices who had con- 
curred in the opinion of Chief Justice 
Waite, upholding the validity of the Bell 
patent, had requested are hearing and that 
as it wasa settled rule of fhe court not to 
grant rehearings unless this’'was done, the 
——— must be denied. 

he Supreme Court rendered a decision 
in the case of the United States.appellant, 
vs. MecLaugblin et al., from the Circuit 
Court of the United Statés for the Northern 
District of California. The suit was 
brought in this case by the Government 
against the Central Pacific Railway Com- 
pany and McLaughlin etal., as holders of 
patents to lands lying along the route of 
the railroad between Stockton and Sacra- 
mento, and claimed to be part of the grant 
to the railroad company. The Government 
claimed that the patents were issued for 
this land asrailroad land by mistake; 
that the land was in exte- 
rior boundaries of a Mexican grant 
known as the Moquelokmas grant, which 
formed the basis of contest. The railroad 
company contended that the eastern bound- 
ary was unly intended to go to the foothills, 
which woula make the territory described 
contain nearly twice the amount granted. 
Grants of that kind, it was explained, of a 
certain quantity to be located in a larger 
area are called floating grants. The Gov- 
ernment contended that the lands within 
the exterior boundaries of this grant were 
reserved from sale or other -disposition, be- 
ing under examination in the courts, and 
that the railroad grant did not take effect at 
any point within the limits of this Mexican 
grant, the railroad having been located 
across the grant. This was true with regard 
to public reservations of lands such as In- 
dian or military reservations. It was true 
with pe og to Mexican grants to specifie 
lands while they were under examination, 
but the company contended that floating 
grants were not subject to this, and hence 
they obtained patents tothe land in dispute. 
The court decided that the eastern bound- 
ary of the Mexican grant was as the railroad 
or claimed it to be, and therefore 
most of the lands were outside of its ex- 
terior, and as to them the patent was valid: 
second, that the law of the reservation did 
not apply to floating grants further than to 
satisty the oe granted, and therefore 
the remaining lands in dispute were also 
free, and the patent was good as to them 
also. The decree of the court is affirmed, 
and it is further ordered that this decree be 
entered nunc pro tunc as of October 10, 1877, 


Cases 11 and 12 involved the same points as 


those set forth in the above, and were de- 
cided similarly. 

Justice Miller announced the following 
order: “It is now ordered that all cases on 
the docket not decided, and all other busi- 
ness of the term not disposed of by the 
court ®be, and the same is, ereby continued 
until the next term of the court.’ 


WASHINGTON NOTES. 


The Senate Will Stick to Its Secret 
Sessions. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Senate spent three hours 
in secret legislativé session discussing the 
Riddleberger resolution for open considera- 
tion of the fisheries treaty and Mr. Hoar’s 
resolution for a stenographic report of the 
debate to be made public at the option of 
the Senate. Both were defeated, the 
Democrats voting solidly against them 
and the Republicans dividing according to 
individual preference. The consideration 
of the fisheries treaty was further post- 
poned till next Monday. 

A CALIFORNIA CLAIM. 

The Commissioner of the General Land 
Office today, by direction of the Secretary 
of the Interior, transmitted to the Surveyor- 
General of California for delivery to the 
confirmees, Joseph S.‘Emery and Nathan M. 
Spaulding, administrator of the estate of 
Abner Basset, deceased, and Mary Ann 
Bassett, the widow, a patent for a private 
land claim, known as the Rancho San 
José Chiquito. The claim is located in 
Monterey county, and hasa front on the 
Pacific Ocean of about 15 miles. It em- 
braces an area of about 8789 acres. It is the 
first California private land claim patented 
during the present administration.

Lonpon, May 14.—[By Cable and Asso- 
pase Press.] ‘The ¥fouse of Lords was 
cfowded this afternoon with people, who 
desired to hear Lord Wolseley’s defense. 
Wolseley said that he could not see how 
unprejudiced persons could construe pis 
remarks into an attack upon the Govern-. - 
ment. In the position which he occupied 
m the administration of the army, he could 
not fail to be fully aware of what Stanhope 
had done and was doing torender the army 
eflicient. He admitted that the present 
Government had done much towaid im- 
proving military defenses. He still ad- 
hered to his evidence given before the com- 
migsion of inquiry word for word, and had - 
nothing whatever to withdraw. As long as 
the navy was as weak as it is now, the 
army could not hold its own, dis- 
persed as it was all over 


world. The defenses at home and abroad 


were in bad condition. The military forces 
were not organized as they should be; they 
did not guarantee even the safety of the 
capital. He did not want to create a panic, 
but he maintained that the condition of the 
country was such that if a force of 100,000 
men succeeded in effecting a landing and 
were eopecs handled, there was no reason 
why they might nut take possession of the 
country. oe made this statement witha 
full appreciation of his responsibility. He 
hdd been tempted to resign on Saturday 
afternoon on reading what Lord. Salisbury 
had said. He could not take the initiative 
in the matter, but he placed himself in the 
hands of the Premier. He did not intend 
to cast a slur on the Government. He had 
endeavored to the best of his lfhts to serve 
his sovereign and his country. [{Cheers.| 
Lord Salisbury held that his strictures 
upon Lord Wolseley’s statement at a recent 
dinner were fully warranted. At the same 
time, he accepted Lord Wolseley’s disa- 
vowal of any intention to attack the Gov- 
ernment. He only hoped that if Lord 
Wolseley had occasion to assail the Admin- 
istration in future he would do soin the 
House. He trusted that Lord Wolseley 
would not take the matter too seriously.

What Dr. Mackenzie Says of Emperor 
ederick’s Case. 

Lonpon, May 14.--[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Pall Mail Gazette prints 
the following interview between Mr. Stead 
and Dr. Mackenzie: 

Dr. Mackenzie looked worn and anxious 
and showed traces of the long vigils he has 
maintained in his attendance upon the 
Emperor. During the interview he was re- 
peatedly summoned to the #mperor’s room. 
He stated to Mr. Stead that his patient is 
all that could be desired in the way of tem- 
patience and cheerfulness. He is 
obedient and trustful, and as well disposi- 
tioned as a child. He bears pain bravely 
and does not indulge in needless worrying. 
Rumors that he had asked the chaplain to 
pray for his release from his sufferings and 
that he longed for death were untrue. 

“It is by no means certain,” said the 
Doctor, ‘‘that he has made up his mind that 
he is dying. He does not suffer from the 
canula, although inflammation and slough- 
ing away of portions of dead cartilage 
cause him inconvenience. Reports of a bad 
odor the sick room are gross ex- 
aggerations. Until His Majesty’s recent 
severe attack of illness hesat at the table at 
meal times with his family, and went about 
and he did not discommode any one.” 

The Doctor said that if the Emperor’s 
strength improved he hoped he could be 
removed shortly to Potsdam. The Em- 
peror is in the state of mind common to all 
chronics who alternate between the belief 
that they will live acouple of years, when 
they mentally plan for the future, and the 
fear that ali will be over with them in a few 
days. Although apparently robust, His 
Majesty has pot much recuperative power, 
and this cireumstance would have rendered 
fatal the operation proposed in May of last 
year. Dr. Mackenzie said, in conclusion: 

“The Emperor is certainly suffering from 

richondritis, which, with the disease of 

he cartilages, is very dangerous, though 
not necessarily fatal. If he also has a can- 
cer, that will necessarily prove fatal sooner 
or later.”’

The Inspector 
loosed the lower buttons, opened the 
coat, and disclosed a silver watch 
chain hanging convenient to the 
open space made by the loosen- 
ing of the fourth button. He pressed 
his search upward, and on Ferguson’s 
upper chest he found the ‘brother- 
in-law.”? itis the most elaborate de 
vice ever discovered on this line. It is 
of a circular form, about two and one- 
quarter inches across the face, with the 
gong or bell inclosed in a perforated 
white-metal case. It was suspended 
from Ferguson’s neck by a leather 
strap, the loop of which was large 
enough to pass over his head. From 
the center of the lower rim the arma- 
ture connected with a spring and the 
striking hammer depended; to this one 
end of the watchchain was fastened, 
the other end being attached to the 
wearer’s timepiece in his vest pocket. 
Whenever he wanted to steal a fare he 
pulled the watchchain throvgh the 
open place in his coat, producing the 
**tintinabulation of the bell” and _ beat- 
ing the register with the single simple 
twist of his wrist. 

HE WAS KNOCKED OUT. 

The defected conductor, completely 
crestfallen, submitted quietly while the 
money in his possession was being 
taken from him. He was, also, re- 
lieved of his badge, No. 69; and regis- 
ter; the buttons were cut off his coat, 
and he was ordered to get out. He 
obeyed quickly, and with a sigh of 
relief, as he had fully expected to be 
taken to the police station. 

REGULATION PUNCH AND BADGES. 

Ten minutes before Ferguson was 

ut on the rack, M. Christiansen, con- 

uctor 84, of the Madison-street line, 
was put through the same ordeal in the 
starter’s box. He has been short in 
his accounts about a year, and the in- 
spectors were put on his trail at the 


- Same time that Ferguson was marked 


for the siaughter. He was captured as 
his car was rounding the corner of 
Madison street, westward bound. He 
was enticed into the starter’s office by 
a fairy story, and then he was asked to 


give an account of his last.half trip. 


e said he had 389 passengers, but 
Superintendent Nagle told him it 
would be necessary for him to account 
for 45 fares, and if he failed to do so it 
would be necessary for him to submit: 
to a search. ~ 

A “brother-in-law” of an entirely 
different style from that captured on 
Ferguson wis found. It is small 
enough to be handily tohanaia in the 
palm of a hand of\ordinary size, In 
shape it isin the form of a small, bi-. 
sected globe, with a flat undersurface, 


and arching convexly. It is perforated 
on the top and sides to permit the free 
passage of the sound of the bell. The 
armature is a small bar, extending 
from the lower side, and connected 
with a spring which, upon press‘ire, re- 
leases a small hammer to strike upon 
the miniature gong. The recoil of the 
spring catches the hammer in a slot, 
trom which itis pressed into action by 
touch on the of the armature” 
This “brother-in-law” is one of the 
kind made by the Lake-street artist. 
Its original cost could not be more than 
25 cents, and, at his price of $3 cash, or 
$5 on short time. the inventor realized 
u handsome profit. 

THERE IS MORE TO FOLLOW. 

Superintendent Nagle believes that 
at least a dozen of the *‘brothers-in- 
law”’ have been in active operation on 
the west side, and -thinks it is likely 
that many more have been used on the 
other city lines. The company has di- 
rect evidence against Fergusen and 
Christiansen, and the makers of the 
swindling devices, all of whom are apt 
to be prosecuted, for the purpose of 
making examples of them. 

Ferguson is about 45 years of age, 
chipper, and a great talker. He is 
married, and has lived well. He 
worked his scheme alone, being afraid 
of his driver, whose son is the receiver 
for the company at its station on Madi- 
son and Fortieth streets. He never 
used his bogus punch on the front plat- 
form, and but rarely in the body of the 
car, the rear platform being the fa- 
vored scene of his operations. It is be- 
lieved that Ferguson knocked down 
from $4 to $6 a day, and Nagle believes 
that be has taken bundreds of dollars 
of the company’s money. : 
Christiansen is a blonde Swede of 
quiet manners, whose pilferings it is 
not thought will exceed a few hundred 
dollars. He doesn’t confine himself to 
the back platform in his use of the 
‘*brother-in-law,’’ but worked wher- 
ever he happened to be n the notion 
seized him to divide the Receipts with 
the company. His daily ‘purloinings 
are estimated at from $2to $4. When 
he was detected, he was ‘_ in the 
same way a8 Ferguson. Each man 
will lose his deposit of $25 in the hands 
of the company, as well as their wages, 
or about $25 more apiece. The officials 
believe the detected men are in a posi- } 
tion to bear this loss gracefully.
